IND your own business. 
That is the safest general 
rule 


whenever are 
tempted—even by the best 
and most virtuous of 
motives—to interfere in 


another’s personal affairs. 
But the rule does not 
apply—as we have pointed 
out before—in the case of 
the very young who cannot 
look after themselves. Nor 
does it apply—as we require 
to point out now—in the 
case of the very old, and for 


precisely the same reason. 


Their relative helplessness, 
their compulsory  depen- 
dence, gives them an implicit 
claim upon us all. 


These exceptions, however, 
should not be taken as con- 
stituting a busybodies’ 
charter. If Mrs. Green does 
yield to her generous 


impulse and assumes an 
active role in this distressing 


matter, she should acknow- 
ledge the limits of her valid 


purpose. 

It should not be to impose 
penal sanctions. It should 
not be to dispense moral 


judgments. It should be 
governed by a ‘purely 
practical criterion : Will 


what I am doing—can what 
I am doing—benefit the old 


man ? 


It will do no good telling 
the old man’s son that he is 


wicked. “A piece of one’s 
mind” can, therefore, be 
excluded. But it may do 


some good—provided it is 
true—to tell the son that he 
has an imperfect knowledge 
of the facts, and that his 
father will not enlighten 
him. 

Mrs. Green should, there- 
fore confine herself to 
imparting information (by 
letter, at any rate in the 
first place); cpncentrating 
on the (father’s. present 
plight, and on the past mis- 
understanding over the 
divorce. No measures by the 
son should evén be suggested. 
Leave him to draw any 
deductions for himself. 

Of course, Mrs. Green risks 
a flattening rebuff. But we 
do not think that will hurt 
her half as much as her 
constant self-reproaches if 


she does not try.

We now, of course, live a great deal longer than when that Gaelic saying was 

written, but it is generally acknowledged that the golden eagle lives to a very 


great age. In captivity he has been known to live for more than a hundred years. 
In his natural wild state he should live longer. 


Majestic and magnificent 
are adjectives which scarce 
do justice to this beautiful 
bird, as anyone can testify 
who has watched his soating.

For as long as t 
can remember the parent eagles 
have returned here every year to 
raise their family. 

Sometimes the eyrie is in an 
old twisted pine, birch, or oak, 
overhanging some deep gorge, 
but whether the eyrie is on & 
rock ledge or a tree, the eagle's 
larder will be adjacent to it. 

The larder is a level piece of 
ground or ledge to which the 
Parent birds bring all their 
spoils of the chase to feed the 
eagiets. 


VARIED DIET 


ITs such places I have seen a 
pyramid of blue mountain 
hares piled up. Grouse and other 
birds are usually carefully 
skinned before being fed to the 
eaglets. 

he range of diet is very 
large : lambs, deer calves, hares, 
rabbits, grouse, ptarmigan, duck, 
fox cubs, cats, even on 
occasions salmon, Neither is 


carrion despised, a dead sheep or 
deer being very welcome. 

Tt is said that a pair of eagles 
require an area 10 miles by 10 
as an exclusive hunting reserve. 
In the same way at they 
return to the same eyrie every 

ear, so a pair of eagles seem 
o hunt on the same territory 
all their lives—and woe betide 
any stranger who poaches on 
this territory. 

The hen bird lays her eggs in 
April. not more than four in 
number, and often only two. In 
fact, she seldom reafs more than 
two eaglets, and sometimes only 


one.

With luck one might see a 
sight which, once seen, is never 
forgotten. If a covey of grouse 
is flushed the eagle, spiralling 
above his mate, will plummet 
down dart-like at incredible 
speed to seize the prey in his 
talons or send it hurtling to the 
ground. 

In most cases the eagle, to 
use a falconry term, “ binds” on 
his prey. He clutches it in his 
talons as he strikes and carries 
the victim off. 


UP... AWAY 


[HE eagle hunting on his own 
does , not ‘bark, but slowly 
uarters the hill about 150 to 
feet above the ground.
